This farprifingEffiy attempts to make it out from Authori- 
ties, Judged by the Writer thereof unqueflionablc , 7'hat the 
Chineje have been a people , ever fiRce the Flood of Noah and 
before theConfufion of Tongues (at which they were not pre- 
fenc in his opinion 5 )Thitiht\i Language hach c -ntinually irt 
all times, from their firft beginning of bting a Nation, been 
preferv'd in written Books ^ That the Charaders, wherein thofe 
Books be written, are the felf fame, which from all Antiquity 
were excraded from their Original Hierog'yphicks •, That i« 
thofe Chira<^eiS their Linguage hath ever fince c:)nfiftcd, and , 
according to them , is at this prefenc day fpoken purely 5 and 
ihut by the fame ChircJcftcrs their Language is generally under- 
ftood through the whole chinefe world : From all which , con- 
fidered together, the Author concludes, that the Mother ot 
Natural-LatJgKage oi China i^mimts inits Antient purity with- 
out any alteration. 

How credible the Allegations here deliver'd , and how co- 
gent the Difcourfes an i Inferences grounded thereon, are, we 
muft leave to the lu igement of the fagacious Reader 5 and n}aU

hath lifted near 2000 years , and yet is not injured by time 5 thdt 
the Tart ar s zxt become Chiricfe, net thefe Tatars, tothepre- 
fervition of the Mother- tongue ot China 5 that ihe Chinefe have 
fubfift.'d 40C0 yesrs without any commixture with othti Nati- 
ons J that Coavmercc and Conqueft have had po influence to 
changethe Laws, CuftomSj or Language of that people j that 
the Hiftoricall Computation of ihe Chinefe begins from 2207, 
years before Chrift , which falls out with the4oih year before 
the Confufion of Tongues ^ that no Nation in the world i$ com- 
parable Co them for certainty in Chronology, C'c 

And as to their Ingenuities and Arts, he notes jT/^if the 
Loadftoneand Compafs hath been inufe among them above 
1100 yeais, and Paper- and Ink-making, above 18©. years,

fclves do fomuchcftecmit, as that they will not be ferved in 
Plue 5 that the Earth for making PorceUine is to be had in the 
iole Province of jVrf«/t/»^, but that tkre they cannot make any 
V^effclsof it j(vvhetheritbe from the quality of the water or 
wood, orten perof the fire, is not known j)bat muft tranf- 
port it to Sinclcfimo in the Province oi Kiangfiithii that Eirth is 
very leane, fine, and fliioing fike Sand, which they tem- 
per in water to reduce into thcfafliionoflittlefquirelumpsj 
that they prepare and fafbion it,aImoft after the fame manner as 
th^jtaljam do make theii /4M«4-di(hcs , or as the Hohndcrs , 
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In making their White Potters-work- rliGt diey mikeufeot/;^- 
fi'ifj or Wo.id in painting thtir work with blew | but that for all 
this knowledge there reraaines ftill fomething, neceflavy to 
make thtfe vefTds aright , which they keep vtry fccrer, info- 
rnuch thathepaflfethamongft them tor oneof the greattft Cri- 
minais , that revea's this Ait to any but his own Child; en. 

Laftly , as to their kitoiPrintirg, \^hichwas invented :i- 
mongihemabout 50. years after Chnft, thtir manner i% That 
they cut their Letters with an inftramcnt of Iron , ( as we doa 
Wood^pr'nts) upon fome fie wood ^ lightly glu ng the Written 
Copy thereon , whereby their Books are free from Errata's, 
They arc very dextrous at it, nnd will cut awholeflieet, as 
foon as a Compofer with us can ftt one 5 and one man will 
print off 1500. in a day. They have alfo this conveniercy,th3C 
their Forms miy be laid by for as mmy imprefftons as they 
pleafe, sndin the meantime print off no more copies, than 
they fiad fale for , &c,
